♦ Dr. Randolph W. Bromery STEM Scholars Program to Prepare Students for STEM Careers 

Roxbury Community College is a part of an exciting new STEM Scholars Program aimed at addressing the high dropout 
rates among African American and Latino males and other underrepresented groups in science, technology, engineering, and 
math. Named in honor of Dr. Randolph W. Bromery, a renowned geophysicist, esteemed higher education administrator, and 
Tuskegee Airman, the program is committed to nurturing interest in STEM careers at middle school and high school levels, and 
at Roxbury Community College, where they will be introduced to a strong STEM curriculum. Participants are also expected to 
move on to four-year institutions, where they will receive further preparation for STEM-related careers. 

♦ RCC STEM Student Work Presented at Symposium 

Fatoumata Diallo, a Roxbury Community College STEM student presented her work on Bioinformatics at a poster session at the 
2012 Northeast Undergraduate Research and Development Symposium (NURDS) held on March 10 and 1 1 at the University of 
New England in Maine. Fatoumata's poster was on "Analyzing the Conformational Space of Proteins Using Mathematical and 
Computational Tools." Last fall, Fatoumata also presented her work at the Annual Biomedical Research Conference for Minority 
Students (ABRCMS). 

♦ Little Sprouts and WGBH to Bring STEM Curriculum to Classrooms 

Litde Sprouts has been named a developmental partner with Boston public broadcaster WGBH on the Next Generation 
Preschool Math project. Little Sprouts, which has a school at RCC, and 14 other schools across the Merrimack Valley and 
Boston, will be administering the newly developed instructional modules in their preschool classrooms. 

The research and development project addresses the acute need to develop quality early childhood mathematics curriculum. 
Next Generation Math is a three-year, $3 million project funded by the National Science Foundation to develop innovative digital 
materials for schools.
